WASHINGTON, Nov. .12 — 
The United States is sending 
some of its highest officials to 
Honolulu Nov. 20 for a one-day 
strategy meeting on South 
Vietnam. * 

Secretary of State Dean 
Husk, Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara, President 
Kennedy's ’adviser on national 
security affairs, McGeorge 
Bundy, and Gen. Maxwell D 
Taylor, Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, , will fly to 
Hawaii for the meeting. 

The officials, who will be 
accompanied by other top aides 
of the State and Defense De- 
partments and the Agency for 
International Development, will 
be joined by Henry Cabot 
Lodge, Ambassador to South 
Vietnam; Gen. Paul D. Har- 
kins, commander of the Mili- 
tary Advisory Force in Viet- 
nam, and A dm. Harry D. Felt, 
commander of United States 
Forces in the Pacific.

The Honolulu meeting was 
announced as reports were re- 
ceived at the Pentagon of an 
upsurge in morale and aggres- 
siveness on the part of the 
South Vietnamese military 
forces fighting the guerrillas.

Defense sources said that the 
average number of Incidents 
per day In the guerrilla warfare 
had dropped from about 80 to 
50 around Nov. 1, but has since 
risen to 65. The number of 
small unit operations, in which 
fighting contact was mado,
